Miss McLellan was inspired 
to make the attempt by Miss 
Gleitze’s success and by the per- 
suasion of friends. 

Assisted by Tide. 

‘We crossed to France yesterday 
afternoon in a small fishing boat,”’ 
said Miss McLellan, “and that was 
the wost part of the whole busi- 
ness. I was horribly seasick and 
was not feeling any too well when 
I entered the water in the darkness 
just before 8 o'clock. 

“IT made good progress, swim- 
ming on my back most of the time. 
As dawn approached I saw th 
English cliffs, but it seemed to me 
that I was making no progress and 
I felt very miserable and believing 
that I wouldn’t be successful. 
I ask: 1 those in the boat which ac- 
companicd me, if I should come 
out of the water. They wouldn't 
hear of it and told me that if I 
cagried on the tide would assist 
me,

A radio message from their Bre- 
guet biplane, ‘‘Nungesser-Coli,” was 
picked up at Poitiers, France, at 
noon yesterday, but no further 
messages were received, although 
the plane was sighted over Casi- 
blanca and Port Etienne and the 
regularity of its progress showed 
that all was going smoothly. 

The worst part of the journey, 
that which both men disliked more 
than the ocean crossing, now is 
behind them. 

From St. Louis they plan to 
cross the Atlantic to the Brazilian 
Coast, near Pernambuco. Then 
they leave down the coast for 
Buenos Aires, with one more stop, 
at Rio de Janeiro.

Revolt Declared Ended.

“The Gomez-Almada éebannd of

last remaining rebel force of any 
size in the country,” the Govern- 


ment declared. Its members to- 
day were dead. wounded, captured 
or scattered over the countryside 
in twos and threes. The two lea‘l- 
ers with bodyguards of not more 
than 50 men each would either be 
quickly captured. the authorities 
said, or would “degenerate into 
mere bandits, hiding in the pills.” 

Gen. Francisco Serrano, named 
as the other principal leader of 
the revolt which was allegedly 
based on “nonre-election” opposi- 
tion to the presidential candidacy 


of former President Obregon, was 


captured and executed 24 hours 
after the mutiny of Almada and 
part of the Mexico City garrison 
the night of Oct. 2. 

Thus the Government has 
stamped out within a week what 
is generally conceded to have been 
the most formidable movement 
against it since President Calles 
was elected to succeed Obregon, 
The old saying in Mexico, “the 
revolution always wins” has proved 
a fallacy in this case. 

Six-Hour Battle Fought. 


The battle which brought such! 


drastic defeat to the rebels was 
fought Sunday, the pursuit of the 
defeated rebels continuing over- 
night. News of the result came in 
a telegram from Gén. Escobar. 

After considerable maneuvering, 
the Federal troops who had been 
pursuing the rebels for several days 
in the vicinity of Perote, Western 
Vera Cruz, finally cornered them 
at 2 o’clock Sunday afternoon, he 
said. and forced battle near the 
town of Alyahualuico. 

The fighting continued ftercely 
until 8 o’clocK at night, by which 
time the rebel column had been 
well scattered, with casualties esti- 
mated at 150, of whom 50 were 
killed. The Federal casualties 
were placed at 52 wounded, includ- 
ing six officers. 

Gen. Escobar repored that, when 
the battle had been under way two 
hours, Gomez and Almada with 
small bodies of followers, ‘fled 
shamefully,” abandoning their 
men. 

The rebels seem to have fought 
bravely for Escobar’s telegram 
said: “We fought them fully six 
hours until we drove them away 
from the inaccessible hills where, 
in advance, they had built small 
fortifications.

$430,000,000 IN OIL 
LANDS TO GOVERNMENT

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11. 

ORE than $430,000,000 in 
Me lands is restored to the 

Government as a result of 
the United States Supreme 
Court’s decisions cancelling Ex- 
Secretary of he Interior Fall’s 
leases of naval oil reserves to 
Harry F. Sinclair and Edward 
L. Doheny on the ground of 
fraud and illegality. 

Sinclair’s famous Teapot 
Dome lease, vitiated by yester- 
day’s decision, brings back to 
the Government Wyoming oil 
lands estimated to be worth 
$100,000,000, plus $3,000,000 in 
cash now in the hands of the 
court's receivers, $2,000,000 
worth of oil taken out by Sin- 
clair before suit was started 
and for which he must make 
restitution, and more than $1,- 


000,000 worth of oil tanks, pipe 
lines and other improvements 
constructed by Sinclair, but for 
which the Court denies him 
equity because of the leasing 
fraud. 

The Court's decision last 
March similarly denouncing the 
Doheny lease of the Elk Hills, 
Cal., for the naval reserve, as 
illegal and fraudulent, restored 
even more valuable oil lands to 
the navy. A survey just com- 
pleted by oil experts estimates 
that the Elk Hills lands con- 
tain 720,000,000 barrels of oil, 
or nearly three times. the 
amount previously. estimated. 
Its valve is placed at fully 
$300,000.000. The Government 
also recovered $24,000,000 for 
oil drilled out by Doheny and 
for value of tanks, etc. 


COOLIDGE THINKS 
400,000,000 TAX 
CUTTS 100 Muth 


There Can’t Be Any if Gov- 


ernment Expeditures Are 
Not Trimmed, President 
Points Out. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge feels that tax reduc- 
tion in the next session of Congress 
shonlags considerably less than 
$400,000,000. That figure has been 
suggested by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. It was 
said at the White House that Mr. 
Coolidge was éonvinced that, be- 
cause of increased governmental 
expense and the need for reéduc- 
tion of the national debt, the fig- 
ures should be considerably short 
of $400,009,000. 

It was added that the President 
feels that organizations seeking tax 
relief should bend their efforts to- 
ward reducing governmental ex- 
pense. 

In the President’s opinion, it was 
reiterated, the debt should be paid 
off as quickly as possible, It is 
now $18,000.000,000. 

The coming years, as Mr. Cool- 
idge sees it, the Government faces 
considerable necessary increases in 
expenditures, particularly for .na- 
tional defense, including additional 
costs in the navy and increases un- 
der development of the air service 
and army barracks, 


It was reiterated that unless 
there is tue greatest prudence in 
checking expenditures, there could 
be no tax reduction.

Fall Assailed by Court. 
The United States Supreme Court 
has again held that the Fall leases 
were illegal and fraudulent. Yes- 
terday’s decision im the Teapot 
Dome case was only equalled in 
bitterness to the court’s denunci- 
ation of the former Cabinet of- 
ficer in the Elk Hills leasing. Fal! 
was characterized yesterday by 
Justice Butler as a “faithless pub-

lic officer,” and the lease and sup- 
plement agreement with Sinclair 
were held to have been made 
“fraudulently by means of collu- 
sion and conspiracy between 
them.” 

“The complaint did not allege 
bribery,” the decision continued, 
“and in the view we take of the 
case, there is not occasion to con- 
sider and we do not determine 
whether Fall was bribed int respect 
of the lease or agreement.” 

Fall and Doheney were acquitted 
last year before the Supreme Court 
had spoken on the oil leases. The 
youthful jury was moved by the 
sentimental arguments of Frank J.

INTO $170,000 GRAFT 


About 200 Witnesses Called in 
investigation of Protection of 
East Side Bootleggers. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


QUINCY, Ml, Oct. 11.—Inquiry 
by a Federai grand jury into evi- 
dence of prohibition enforcement 
graft in Madison County, IL. in 


which a group of conspirators is 
alleged to have collected at least” 
$170,000, began here today. 

About 200 persons residing in 
Alton, the Tri-Cities and other 
Madison County communities have 
been subpenaed as witnesses. It 
ig thought that among this num- 
ber are persons who paid the con- 
spirators for protection against ar- 
rest for moonshining and bootieg- 
ging. If such persons testify be- 
fore the grand jury without waiv- 
ing immunity, they cannot be 
prosecuted for their own offenses 
against the liquor law. 

Of those subpened before the 
grand jury. about 125 are from 
Granite City, Madison and Venice, 
which comprise the Tri-Cities. In- 
quiry there has not disclosed who 
these persons are, although most 
of them are thought to have set 
out for Quincy. However, it is 
known that one witness is Chief of 
Police Ross Johnson of Granite 
city, who gained information about 
bootleggers in raids. 

As told exctusively in the Post- 
Dispatch two months ago, a year’s 
work in Madison County by Fed- 
eral Investigator Victor J. Dowd 
led to the arrest of two Justices 
ef the Peace. five Constables and 
an alleged ringleader. Dowd said 
that his estimate of $170.000 graft } 
included protection money andi

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BETTER BONDED MASONRY 
AND FIRMER CONSTRUCTION 
ARE LESSONS OF TORNADO 


E. J. Russell of City Plan Commission, After 


; 


Survey of Wreckage, 


Must Be Strongly Anchored Together 


Says Building Units 


Two important lessons in build- 
ing construction are drawn from 
inspection of structures damaged 
in the recent tornado by E. J. 
Russell, chairman of the City Plan 
Commission, and a fellow of the 
American Institute of Architects. 

One is that all brick and other 
'walls of masonry must be well 
‘bonded together. The other is that 
‘all units and adjuncts of a struc- 
ture—walls, eaves, window and 
‘door frames, etc.—must be firmly 
'anchered to the whole. 
| -ussell, accompanied by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter and photogra- 
pher, made an inspection of scores 
of storm damaged houses and oth-

TERMINI IMEREZ, Sicily, Oct. 
11.—After years’ of terrorizing 


Sicily members of the dreaded Ma- 
fia went on trial here yesterday 
and for the next several months 
the court of this city will be whol- 
ly devoted to the trials of gangs 
hunted down in the last two years 
through the energy of Premier 
Mussolini. 

It is something new in Sicilian 
annals, because only under the 
Fascisti have the local authorities 
sufficient protection to bring pro- 
ceedings against the gangsters they 
arrest. . 

The first trial to begin was that 
of the 153 members of the Andalo- 
ro-Gerrarello gang. In four enor- 
mous cages made of strong iron 
bars and ranged all along one side 
of the courtroom they faced the 
court, while across from them stood 
a small army of carabineers with 
fixed bayonets. 

The gang has split into two fac- 
tions since the arrest, each blam- 
ing the other for the many mur- 
ders, robberies and extortions at- 
tributed to them, and they are con-

The three Andaloro brothers, 
their mother, Guiseppa, and their 
four sisters are the ringleaders of 
the band.
